T h at decision iii fact establishes that di­ 
vorces by the Legislature, for causes within 
the jurisdiction of the Courts, in divorce 
cases, are unconstitutional and null. T h e 
elTcct of this decision will he to invalidate 
seven-eighths of the divorces granted by 
the Legislature since 1836.

has been very loose, and divorces have been 
granted in cases where the reasons have 
been frivolous, aud the causes alleged such 
aa were entirely within the jurisdiction ol 
of the Courts, if application had been made 
to them. 
T h e constitution of the state restricts

cases, to causes not w ithin the jurisdiction 
of the C’otifIs. These tribunals have author­ 
ity to grant divorces a r int uit) matrimonii 


iii cases of impotency, bigamy, adultery, 
wilful desertion for two years, and cruel 
aud barbarous treatment ; and save in­ 
compatibility of temper, these are almost

sought.
